AVlifn !hCFc ytudents, after the awful prtnd of the first year, begin to dip 
into the rcil .T.-;y .md selftnces taught hy the unlver.^lty, and to mix with a 
very hctcTO?crn-.'iif gro-.!-,-". îhry forr.i .strange and peculiar opinions. They 
.ire lorn with mental contlici, they jeeU a solution in formal and Inforiual dis- 
cussion. b«t house after house of dreams falls to the ground— because the 
practical experience of life is not there as a foundation. 

Xow our non-university students arc Intensely practical and amaslngly 
ron,«;ible.

George Farquhar who wrote at the end 
of tiie brief period of fifty years which 
saw the growth ot Réstoration Drama 
with its unlqu>3 comedy ot manners. 
The P.estoratlon had brought a peculi- 
ar set of conditions into Enjliah life. 
These were reflected In the drama of 
the day. That drama Is as distlnctlvo 
as Its time, and Is valuable today, not 
only as literature .md as art, but an 
genuine documents of an extremely In- 
teresting period, possesslnc a quallly 
tliat was capable of giving lo the con- 
venial drama, a n*w vllallly and fresh- 
ness. 

Oeorse farquhar wrole "The Ûeaux 
Stratagem" when he was on his death 
bed.

The npeaker then entered upon tlio 
dlscUNKlon of Lnrrey's smglcal i iiincr Iji 
the service ot Franco. Ho first served 
nu lin auxiliary naval surgeon. Later 
111! beciimo chief silrgeon to the groat 
cblp Vigllaiito. With this Milp ho .sallwl 
lo Iho Ntvi World, lie spent about hIx 
tnohlba In mid around the iVowfouml 
hind bniili.L This was In 1787. Among 
nilirr llilnHs, lio sludled sen-slcknesb 
on tills voyage. He also observed Ccr- 
Inln liiillH of Iho Eskimos. 

Ill 1788, Larrey returned lo Paris, 
whèic ho rclilded for the following 
oveiiltui year. In his memoirs ho tolls 
of treating the wounded at the taking 
of iht) Unsllllo. Durin» this porlod bo 
piiBked his exam at Interno In the IIol.il 
Itloit but failed to securo a poslllon, 
owing lo lack of Influence. In the fol- 
lowing year, ho wont iiu flisl surgeon 
to tlio nrniy on tho Ilhlno, where lie 
obtained his first mllllory oxperlonce. 
Ilo reallitéd iho aifflcully of transport- 
ing the wounded from Iho field. To 
nllevlale this, lie Invonlod a .npecdv 
wo-wheeled ambulanco, and liitroduc- 
eil I ho syitem of treating ibo wound- 
ed on the flold. Ho Innovated tho dar- 
ing prnotlco of tending mon actordlns 
lo the severity of their wounds In- 
Blead of aucordlng to lank. lie advo- 
cated Immediate amputation as the 
only sure preventative of Infection, 
and consequent death. In 1704, he be- 
came chief sur^féon to the army for 
Corsica, and In this post he ln«i N,i- 
poleon, thus ettnbllshing ,» lift-long 
friendship. L.irréy served In twenty-si,N 
subsequent campaigns with the Corsl- 
can. After this he went to Spain, and 
from there he iransferréd to Paris. In 
I7D«, he lectured for a time on anat- 
omy al Toulon. He visited tho Alps 
and Northern Italy establishing sevèr.i! 

Medical schools. Hé also saw some 
notahla physicians ot the day. 

Dr. Bberts continued by giving an 
account of Lerrey's adventures as chief 
surgeon to thé Bgyptian and Syrian 
eipedltlons. On these campaigns Uirrey 
selécled the ésàlitarttt whom he dt- 
siréd froth hts Medical schools. On th'j 
expedition w*re many famous geijerals 
scientists, and scholars. Larrey went 
right through two rathâr inglorious 
campaigns, and wia twice wounded. 
Napolebn conipllmented him on his 
conduct and awarded him a sword ot 
honor. The speaker recalled some of 
the medical recollections of the famous 
military aurieon in regard to these 
Wat's. He had ^«quent encounters with | 
the plague but hé never caught It him- 
self. Ho had a dread of tetanus aa an 
afierniath of a wound. At Acre alone 
be performed seventy amputation», two 
of these at tho hip-joint, which how- 
ever were not successful. He learned 
the process of embalming while In 
ligypt. 

Peturnlng to P,iris. Larrey resumed 
his lectures. He became chief surgeon 
to the Consular guards, later the Im- 
perial Guards. In 1803, he went to Bou- 
ognc with the army. From there he 
nccomp.-inied Napoleon on his firit 
iViisirlan campaign. He witnessed 
numerous large battle.*, Jncltidln* his 
Kiiiperor'M greatest victory Austerlitt. 
lo had many amputations to perform 
(1er llil.i engagement. Xe.\t. he c.\- 
IvrleiK'fd great hardship it Jena in 
nttemptlng to teiul w ounded. ' arrey 
met many distinguished surgeons at 
IKrlln. He ttudled health condlllon.i 
there and Ir I'oland. When ho ,»s.iiv 
reached Prance after l-rieilluiul. 
eon iiiuile lilni .k l'oninuiuler of ihe 
egloii of Honor, and ,i Knight of the 
Iron Crown. 
In the next year, Lmrey i>,»ld a short 
Isit to 8p,iln returning soon on u> 
oniu of lll-h?iillli 10 I'iiri.-,. Uowcvt'i. 
t'Hl>Ue this ho set out almost iiumeai- 
lely to Join Napoleon in Australia. 
1ère, hn had some trying experiences 
Including 1 Rving to iimputate the leg 
t a famous marthal. u great (ric«iul of 
his, who dlild shortly u.-'lo- the opaia- 
lon.

Imagine, If you can, 
a storokcoper saying to hia clerks that 
ho wished lhon> all lo turn !n tho 
same amount of sales per week. \Vc 
would soon soo him confined In an in- 
stitiuo wheiv snoli serious casos arc 
treated. Yet in our .■-ohools we Imvo 
tho same tliinr, go ng on ilaily. In a 
class-roon> of forty pui>ils, with 
fort.v different bra'n ciiulpniciils. forty 
ilifferent inherent qualities, and homo 
condision^ almost as var ant, we ox 
peel the same anionni of aohiovoinont 
from eacii pupil. Tho ipi ok noiliors 
must not get too f.ir ahead of the 
slow ones, for fcnr that the c'ass-work 
will be disrupted, or tho precious 
timetable will be unworkable. 

^omecimes I am inclined to think 
that in Canada the s.vstem of educa- 
tion is too centralized, and little is 
'.t': to liît^ .ibility of differeit! looal'it 

.Tnd :o:uliers to iidapl the odijoa, 
lion of t'l-- individual needs. Have 
«c f.illowed the Une of "other manu- 
factures and become too staudard'ized '.' 
Today a mechanic s not H mechanic

Our 
pupils have l>ecome the same. How 
niucii thlnlcing does a pupil in our 
.•chools do for himself'.' What is the 
common cry today among- teachers'/ 
Is it not. that the pupils have no con- 
rentration? Concentration or. what'.' 
j .fi ir. :. IS to do is lo swaliow what 
; the ttaci'.cr tells liim and then the 
food is even in some cases prc.dlge.st- 
ed. There Is nothing lo call out the 
fight'ng iiuaUties common lo youth. 
There '.s nothing left to stimulate hi.s 
natural spirit of curiosity. 

There are two schools of thought, 
(a) those who think that education 
should be driven home by force It ne- 
'"S'lty, .a .'îort of forcible feeding; (b) 
those who think that the pill should 
be sugar-coated so that the i>aticnt 
will take it unconsciously. The work 
should be made so interesting that it 
.i;.;f !3ri! as play. There is very little 
thyjght given to the idea that po.fslli- 
ly the work may be given In .luch a 
way to stimulate the Interest in the 
min'l of the pupil himself. This Is 
highly Improbubl'f If tli<- present lock- 
siep and group Kysteni Is used.

Tho aN.slgnmontM runghly iniip oiil a 
month's work, and aro lypcd out so 
that each luipll gul.s a co|iy. Tlio 
month's iisslgnm'enl I» covered In « 
low lessons and then Iho |<u|ill.'< .start 
on Iheir part of Ihc work, nanielv. 
rending lliu refereiioea and making nut 
their own notes. The.iu nru e.N'umliicd 
from time lo time to see Ihat they aro 
being made out In tho best way. There 
a"o no roslrk'l ioii.'i jilaoed on Ihc pii- 
1>II as lo wlial he will work al ;is long 
lis ho works and to :idvant.igc. llo may 
work all his time al iirllhinotlo until >s 
has flnlshcif his as.tlgnmont. When ho 
has tho work of any assignment ready 
ho iisks for a test, jind If ho takc.i 
SO jiiM- cent in tlic work lie ran go on 
to the other work. This stipulation ha'i 
been tnudc, however, that ho must fin- 
ish all of the number one assignments 
before getting any number two assign- 
ments. .\fU'r the difflciill parts of tlie 
assignment have been taught, the 
toaclicr's time Is t.iken up with indi- 
vidual assistance where needed. 

It can be scon that under this meth- 
od the time-honored time-table cannol 
be used, and turthennoro, no home 
work c.in bo assigned. This does not 
mean, however, that tho pupils do not 
homo work, for from a survey made 
of the parents It has been found that 
tliero is more home work done, and 
without tho coercion on the part of 
the parents. As one pupils says, "What 
wo have to do. wo very seldom want 
to do". The interest of tho pupils l.s 
shown In that they are quito willing 
to stay at reccs.s or after school to 
write tests on tho work, .md • pupils 
who, in former grades, had lo be con- 
îinually urged, now work hard of their 
own accord. 

Ilccord cards aro kept and hang on 
the wall .so that every pupil con see tho 
progress that ho is making nnd the 
amount of work that he ahould bo over 
by a given time. 

Some of the iidvantag.'s of this inct- 
hoil may liu outlined.

(pilct the fears of tiie opponent of 
athletes who decries sports hccaiiso 
they .shorl,en life. Too much harmful 
opinion has been aired after a famous 
athlete passes on abonl the slrcnuoiis- 
ness of iilhletics .With improved nnd 
systematized coaching we can feel 
assured that tho span of lite will not 
be curtailed because of athletic partl- 
ciratlon; it will possibly prolong an 
already vigorous existence .
